Genteemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1923 
which  I  have  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Circular  451  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  December  15th, 
1923. 

From  the  Vital  Statistics  it  will  be  seen — 

(1)  The  death  rate  (10.9  per  1,000)  is  higher  than  last  year 

(9.7)  by  1.2  per  1,000  and  lower  than  the  Urban  rate 
for  West  Sussex  by  0.5  per  1,000  and  by  0.7  than 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (11.6). 

(2)  That  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  51  per  1,000  births 

as  against  57  last  year,  and  is  3  higher  than  the  Urban 
rate  for  West  Sussex  (48),  though  18  lower  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  (69). 

(3)  That  the  birth  rate  (15.9  per  1,000)  is  1.4  per  1,000  higher 

than  the  rate  last  year  (14.5)  2.1  higher  than  the  Urban 
rate  for  West  Sussex  (13.8)  and  3.8  per  1,000  lower 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (19.7) 

The  1921  Census  returns  for  the  County  of  Sussex  were  pub¬ 
lished  during  the  past  year.  I  have  extracted  from  them  a  table 
of  interest  in  respect  to  Housing  which  is  printed  on  page  12  of 
this  report. 

I  should  like  to  emphasise  that  I  think  the  greatest  sanitary 
need  of  the  district  is  the  provision  of  more  houses  for  the  working 
classes.

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5.  SUMMARY  (for  reference)  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS, 
HOSPITAL  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE 
FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home,  (a)  General. 

The  Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District  Council  employ  as  a 
whole  time  officer  a  district  nurse  whose  services  for  nursing  in 
the  home  are  available  to  all  residents  in  the  district  without 
any  charge  being  made.  This  post  was  held  by  Nurse  Martin,  32 
Gordon  Road,  Shoreham. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Council’s  nurse  also  visits  and  renders  such  nursing  services 
as  may  be  necessary,  to  all  cases  of  Measles,  Chicken  Pox,  Whooping 
Cough,  Mumps  and  Pneumonia. 

Midwives. 

There  are  two  midwives  practising  on  their  own  account  in 
the  district  ;  none  are  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  or  the  County 
Council. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres -Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  conduct  a  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  at  the  Shoreham  Town  Hall,  every  Tuesday 
afternoon,  the  Hall  being  lent  free  of  charge  by  the  District  Council. 
The  nurse  in  attendance  is  a  whole  time  County  Council  nurse 
resident  in  Shoreham.  A  doctor  attends  once  a  fortnight. 

* 

Day  Nurseries. 

There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  district. 

School  Clinics. 

A  School  Clinic  is  held  twice  weekly,  Tuesday  morning  and 
Friday  afternoons,  at  the  Victoria  Road  Council  Schools.  The  County 
Council’s  whole  time  nurse,  who  also  acts  as  School  Nurse  and  Health 
Visitor,  is  in  charge  of  this  Clinic,  a  Medical  Officer  attending 
periodically.  Children  suffering  from  defective  vision  are  treated  at 
an  eye  clinic  held  at  the  Worthing  Hospital,  and  those  from  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids  at  the  Brighton  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  held  every  Mon¬ 
day  morning  at  the  Worthing  Hospital  is  available  for  all  residents 
in  the  district. 
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Venereal  Diseases. 

The  County  Council  Clinics  for  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at 
the  Worthing  Hospital  on  Wednesdays  (women  3-4,  men  4-5)  and 
Fridays  (women  5-6,  men  6-7  ;  and  at  the  Pvyal  Portsmouth 
Hospital  for  men  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  5-7  l  A  onWednesdays 
4-6  ;  for  women  on  Wednesdays,  2-4,  Fridays  10-12. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  the 
County  Council. 

(1)  Tuberculosis  (a)  A  Tubercolosis  Ward  (12  beds)  at  the 

Worthing  Isolation  Hospital,  Swandean,  Durrington 
This  is  provided  and  controlled  by  the  West  Sussex  County 
Council,  (b)  Aldingbourne  House  Sanatorium,  the  property 
of  the  West  Sussex  County  Council.  59  beds.

(4)  Fever.  Sufferers  from  infectious  diseases  who  cannot  be 

isolated  at  home  are  removed  either  to  the  Brighton 
Isolation  Hospital  or  to  the  Hove  Isolation  Hospital, 
the  Local  Authority  paying  so  much  per  week  according 
to  the  nature  of  the  case. 

(5)  Small  Pox.  The  West  Sussex  Count}7  Council  have  entered 

into  an  arrangement  with  the  Brighton  Corporation  for 
the  isolation  of  cases  of  Small  Pox  at  the  Brighton  Small¬ 
pox  Hospital  at  Fulking.

The  premises  of  the  milk- 
sellers  are  not  entirely  satisfactory.  One  retailer  still  entertains 
the  erection  of  better  premises,  another  has  made  improvements, 
a  third  requires  improved  arrangements  for  washing  milk  utensils, 
and  one  cow-keeper  requires  his  yard  “  making-up.”

No  producer  has  applied  for  a  licence  to  produce  Certified  or 
Grade  “  A  ”  Milk  and  no  retailer  for  one  to  sell  any  form  of 
designated  milk. 
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Meat. 

There  are  two  Registered  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  ; 
both  are  old  buildings  and  so  fall  short  of  modern  requirements. 
30  Inspections  ^ave  been  made,  and  one  contravention  of  the  bye¬ 
laws  was  founu  *  The  system  of  slaughtering  in  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  at  times  selected  by  the  slaughterer  does  not  protect  the 
public  sufficiently  against  the  sale  of  unsound  meat. 

Three  lots  of  unsound  meat  have  been  surrendered. 

Bread. 

There  is  one  bakehouse  in  the  district,  not  under¬ 
ground.  Ten  inspections  have  been  made,  but  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  serve  any  sanitary  notices.  Verbal  requests  for 
greater  cleanliness  has  been  necessary  several  times. 

Other  Foods. 

No  other  unsound  food  has  been  found  by  the  Inspector 
during  the  year. 


Arrangements  lor  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

All  infected  rooms  are  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
with  Formaldehyde  Gas  except  rooms  or  bedding  disinfected  for 
scabies,  bugs,  etc.,  when  Sulpher  Dioxide  is  used  as  the  disinfecting 
agent. 

The  Council  have  no  steam  disinfector.  In  ordinary  cases 
reliance  is  placed  on  hanging  infected  articles  and  bedding  in  the 
room  to  be  disinfected  and  afterwards  boiling  them  if  practicable  : 
in  any  special  case  arrangements  for  steam  disinfection  are  made 
with  a  neighbouring  Sanitary  Authority. 

In  the  case  of  houses  in  which  a  patient  with  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  resides  the  infected  room  or  rooms  are  disinfected 
after  notification,  immediately  after  the  admission  of  the  patient 
to  a  Sanatorium  or  other  institution,  or  after  death  should  this 
occur.
